"If a way could be found," the pro- 


fessor sasd. "to transfuse blood into 
the left slclr of the heart, so that pure

with the functions of Uie heart could 
be prevented and patients restored. 


"In the course of my experiments 


within the past jear 1 have allowed a 
dog to bleed to death so not the 
sl'ghtfst sign of life remained and 
ha\e then connected the blood ves- 
sels with those of another dog a'id 
trans,fufeed blood into the apparently 
lif^lebs animal until there was a per- 
fect and in e\er> wa> satisfactory re- 
turn to normal life.

patient was not so spectacular, but 
even mor» gratifying In its result.
